its name from the blue-grav of its 
wing coverts, is not uncommon in 
tho United States but its breeding 
haunts have been 
a subject 
of 
much speculation among bird lovers 
and its nest and eggs have never 
been observed. 
An announcement by Dr. McMil­ 
lan that on his last trip to the 
Arctic ho had 
noticed fledgelings 
of these geese aroused the interest 
of students of bird life with the 
result that one of the scientists who 
will accompany the present expedi­ 
tion will be commissioned 
to be 
on the lookout especially for blue 
goose eggs in connection with his 
other field work. 
The price that one of these eggs, 
hitherto unseen by civilized man, 
would tcmmand, has not been quot­ 
ed but judging from the enthusiasm

cieties over the subject, the goose 
that laid the golden egg will have 
nothing on this bird.
